A comprehensive  range  of  Services  is  maintained  by  the  Local 
Health  Authority,  the  Lancashire  County  Council,  including  Ante-Natal 
^linic  (With  classes  for  Lxercises  and  Relaxation),  Child  Yfelfare 
^linic,  ijye  and  Aural  Clinic,  and  other  School  Medical  Services  - 
Medical  and  Dental, 

The  AMBULt'kNCE  SERVICE  is  also  provided  by  the  Lancashire 
^ounty  Council,  the  Station  being  situate  in  Princess  Avenae, 

GENERAL  HOSPITAL  SERVICES  are  provided  by  the  Regional  Hospi- 
tal Board  in  Blackburn,  Accrington,  Preston  and  Burnley.  There  is  also 
access,  where  required,  to  Manchester,  Liverpool  and  other  Hospitals, 

Provision  is  made  for  IvIATERNITI  CASES  at  Preston  Royal  Infirm- 
ary, Queen’s  Park  Hospital,  Blackburn,  and  Bramley  Meade,  ■|iVhalley,and 
for  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  at  Park  Lee  Hospital,  Blackburn. 

LABORATORY  FA.CILITIBS.  The  Pathological  and  Bacteriological  Depart- 
ments of  the  Blackburn  and  East  Lancashire  Royal  Infirmary  undertake 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  work  for  the  Borou^  in  accordance  with 
the  Government  Scheme  officially  carried  out  by  the  Manchester  Region- 
al Hospital  Board,  This  Laboratory  is  also  used  by  the  General  Practi- 
tioners of  the  town, 

^here  is  also  a Pathological  Clinic  in  the  town,  vreel^, 
throu^  an  arrangement  made  by  the  T^^stees  of  the  Clitheroe  ^ursing 
Association.

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It  vn.ll  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  Table  that  239  cases  of 
notifiable  disease  were  reported  during  the  year,  a decrease  of  five 
cases  on  the  previous  year.  Of  this  total,  127  notifications  were  in 
respect  of  WliOOPING  COUGH  (as  against  32  in  1950),  60  in  respect  of 
lffi/‘.SLES  (197  in  1950),  and  36  for  SCiiRLET  FEVER  (an  increase  of  28  on 
the  figure  for  I950).  Fortunately,  the  Measles  and  vVhooping  Cough 
epidemics  v/ere  f ni  rly  mild  auid  there  were  no  deaths.  The  Vi/hooping  Cou^ 
outbreak,  however,  was  more  extensive  than  for  some  years.  There  is 
some  hope  that  a suitable  and  effective  vaccine  against  Miooping  Cou^ 
will  later  become  available. 

There  was  an  extensive  outbreak  of  INFLUENZA  in  February  but 
for  the  most  part  the  duration  of  the  illness  was  short.  There  were, 
hovATver,  11  deaths  notified  as  due  to  Influenza  during  the  year. 

Two  cases  of  Paralytic  and  one  of  Non-Paralytic  POLIOIfflSLITlS 
were  reported  during  195^,  QJiU-  were  removed  to  hospital..  The  non- 
pai'alytic  case  made  complete  recovery,  whilst  the  remaining  cases  made 
par  tial  recovery  emd  were  still  undergoing  treatment  at  the  end  of  the 
year. 

One  case  of  Pj'JU ITYHiOID , the  origin  of  wiiich  was  most  obscure, 
was  notified  •.Nu’-ing  the  year,  "““s  this  case  occurred  in  a food  shop  the 
patient  wa^^  immediately  removed  to  hospital  and  the  strictest  pre- 
cautions tal.on  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection.  Such  precautions 
proved  effective  and  no  further  cases  were  reported. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  again  no  cases  of  DIPHTHERIA 
occurred  in  the  Borough  area  during  the  year.  Preventive  inoculations 
against  this  disease  are  now  established  as  a routine  measure  and  have 
proved  effective  as  no  case  of  Diphtheria  has  been  reported  since  1946.

WATER  SUFPU. 

Tills  is  from  neighbouring  upland  sources  and  is  of 
a hi£^  degree  of  purity  and  adequate  at  the  source.  The  storage  capacity 
of  the  existing  reservoirs,  however,  is  not  considered  sufficient,  and 
during  spells  of  diy  weather  this  lack  of  storage  gives  rise  to  anxiety 
and  cadis  for  the  strictest  econony  in  the  use  of  water. 

The  local  -authority  has  in  hand  a Scheme  to  augment  and  improve 
the  present  supply  by  the  sinking  of  boreholes  to  tap  a subterranean 
reservoir,  the  installation  of  booster  plant  and  the  provision  of 
chlorination  facilities  on  the  present  Works  but,  unfortunately,  the 
present  .economic  restrictions  do  not  permit  the  commencement  of  this 
work.  Every  effort  will  be  made,  however,  to  expedite  the  Scheme  and 
thus  ensure  an  adequate  and  safe  supply  of  vvater  in  all  seasons. 

i"*!!  houses  in  the  Borou^i  are  supplied  from  Public  Mains  direct, 
with  one  exception,  this  an  old  house  on  the  extreme  north  boundary  of 
the  town,  which  is  supplied  from  a well, 

WATER 

During  the  year,  50  Bacteriological  Examinations  and 
one  CJicmicaJ.  Analysis  were  made  with  satisfactory  results  generally.

The  conversion  of  the  remaining  pail  closets  and  the  large 
number  of  obsolete  and  insanitary  waste-Virater  closets  was  conten^lated 
for  the  immediate  post-wat  period,  but  the  acute  shortage  of  labour  and 
materials  has  rendered  such  a comprehensive  scheme  irapossible  up  to  the 
present  time. 

Following  representations  to  the  owners,  nx)dern  sanitary 
accommodation  was  installed  at  a local  Inn  during  the  year  ,

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The  total  wei(^it  of  House  and  Shop  Refuse  (2,809  loads) 
amounted  to  3^260  tons  Scv/t,  3q.3rs. 

There  are  some  dustbins  in  the  area  and  a V/eekly  Collect- 

ion of  House  Refuse  is  aimed  at  but,  unfoi’tunately,  cannot  be  maintained 
at  all  times.  The  adoption  of  sliorter  hours  and  increased  holidays, 
absences  due  to  sicl<ness,and  building  extensions  v/ith  longer  carrying 
distances  in  the  modern  property,  are  factors  v/hich  render  the  mainten- 
ance of  a weekly  collection  most  difficult  in  these-  days  of  increasing 
costs  v/hen  the  employment  of  additional  personnel  and  ixilling  stock  is 
almost  prohibitive,  A regular  and  efficient  refuse  collection  service 
is  an  important  and  desirable  Public  Health  Service  but  there  must  be  a 
definite  limit  of  expenditure  in  tovms  like  Glitheroe  where  the  product 
of  a PenrQr  Rate  is  quite  lov/.  There  can  be  no  spare  rolling  stock,  etc, 
to  Eieet  the  sometime  increased  output  or  emergency  sucii  as  one  sees  in 
the  larger  to'wn  or  city. 

Despite  the  factors  mentioned  above,  a collecting  period  of  from 
7 to  10  days  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  greater  part  of  the  year 
and  the  very  small  number  of  complaints  received  is  indicative  of  the 
fact  that  householders  generally  have  been  reasonably  satisfied  with  the 
service. 

The  collection  of  Vfastc  Paper  and  other  Salvage  materials  proved 
very  satisfactory  during  the  year  under  review  and  showed  considerable 
increase  in  amounts  with  consequent  higlicr  revenue  from  sales. 

The  salvage  of  v/aste  materials  greatly  assists  the  National  Ec- 
onony  and,  at  the  sane  time,  makes  a substantial  contribution  to  local 
Rates  and  is  a matter  of  considerable  importance,  therefore,  not  only  to 
the  local  Authority  Department,  but  to  every  housdiolder  arid  trader  in 
the  town. 

An  Incentive  Bonus  Sdieme  for  workmen  for  waste  paper  collection 
was  adopted  late  in  the  year  and  by  this  means  it  is  rioped  to  still 
further  increase  collections  in  the  future. 

Kitchen  Waste,  which  is  sent  for  processing  and  proves  a very 
valuable  foodstuff  for  pigs,  is  collected  from  communal  bins  tlriree  times 
weekly  in  summer  and  tv/ice  v/eekly  at  other  times,  %)ecial  attention  is 
given  to  the  regular  changing,  cleansing,  spraying  and  painting  of  these 
bins  so  as  to  obviate  nuisance  therefrom,

MCVABAE  DWELLINGS  AND 
CAMPING  SITES. 

iiCtion  was  taken  in  one  case  where  a family  was  found 
to  be  occupying  a movable  dwelling  (converted  bus).  Follovi/ing  inter- 
vie-.v  and  the  issue  of  informal  notice  this  practice  was  discontinued. 


SHCPS. 

Routine  inspection  and  special  inspection  as  occasion  required 
continued  during  the  year. 

Cne  notice  was  issued  requiring  the  provision  of  a hot  water 
supply  and  the  conversion  of  obsolete  sanitary  accommodation. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  caution  two  traders  in  regard  to 
Closing  Hours  and  Sunday  Closing  for  non-exerapted  shops. 


FACTCiaiES. 

There  are  at  present  14  Non-Power  and  129  Power  Factories,  a 
total  of  143  premises,  on  the  Register  and  corriing  within  the  purview  of 
the  Factories  Acts. 

Routine  inspection  was  carried  out  during  the  year  and  the 
standard  generally  was  fourd  to  be  satisfacto2ry. 

In  three  cases  attention  v/as  drawn  to  unsuitable  or  defective 
sanitary  accomr.odation. 


SCKCCLS. 

The  sanitary  accoixiodation  at  one  school  in  particular  is  in 
need  of  urgent  attention.  The  obsolete  latrine  closets,  etc. , have 
ceased  to  function  efficiently  and  give  rise  to  serious  nuisance. 

It  is  understood  that  the  appropriate  Authorities,  following 
representation,  are  actively  consideriiig  the  provision  of  new  and  up-  tO- 
date  sajiitary  accommodation  and  washiiig  facilities  at  the  school.

There  are  no  Cffensive  Trades  established  in  the 
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DISINFEgPATION. 

During  1951^  three  houses  were  found  to  be  infested  v/'ith  vermin 
and  action  was  taken  for  their  disiixfestation. 


ATMOSPHEREC  POLIDTION. 

^o  special  action  was  taken  in  regard  to  snx^ke  abatement  but 
considerable  attention  was  again  given  to  the  problem  of  atmospheric 
pollution  by  fumes  and  dust  eiriitted  from  a Ceriient  Vforks,  a Chemical  Vi/brks, 
and  a Quarry  Stone- crushing  Plant,  all  situate  within  the  Borou^  area. 

The  Firms  concerned  have  been  Liost  co-operative  and  have  expend- 
ed a considerable  aaiiount  of  capitail  in  their  endeavours  to  take  the 
"best  practicable  means"  to  minind.se  nuisance,  and  conditions  generally 
have  been  improved. 

H.M, Inspector  of  Mkali,  etc, , Works  (lir.  Tiplady)  has  again  been 
in  fairly  regular  contact  with  the  Department ' s Officials  and  has  been 
most  helpful  in  these  nmtters. 

Attention  was  also  given  to  the  problem  of  air-borne  dust  from 
vehicles  in  passage  through  the  town  from  the  local  Quarries  and  other 
iferks  , The  Vforks  ov/ners  and  contractors  were  asked  to  co-operate  and 
minimise  this  nuisance  as  far  as  possible  by  ensuring  that  the  vehicles 
were  provided  vd-th  effective  covers.

Two  sets  of  premises  were  registered  in  accordance 
vrith  this  act  in  November,  1951.  samples  were  taken  before  the  end  of 
the  year. 


RCDENT  CONTROL. 

The  Council  employs  one  full-time  Operator  to  carry  out  this 
work  of  disinfestation,  under  the  direction  of  the  Senior  Sanitary 
Inspector, 

The  tov/n  is  divided  into  eigjat  sections  for  this  work  and  regu- 
lar tours  of  inspection  of  premises  and  land  vd.thin  these  sections  are 
carried  out  by  the  Operator,  complete  records  being  kept  of  all  infest- 
ations found  and  treatments  carried  out. 

One  test-baiting  and  two  maintenance  treatments  of  the  town’s 
sewers  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 

Three  refuse  tips  and  several  farms  were  also  treated  at  inter- 
vals on  behalf  of  the  Bowland  Rural  District  Council. 

The  work  of  Rodent  Control  has  been  maintained  now  for  almost 
eigiht  years  and  it  is  evident  that  the  degree  of  infestation  in  the  tovm, 
especially  in  regard  to  the  public  sewers,  has  been  reduced  to  a very 
much  lower  level,  and  it  is  expected  that  this  will  be  maintained,  or 
still  fVirther  reduced,  in  the  future. 

Householders  and  occupiers  of  premises  now  appreciate  the  im- 
portance of  the  destruction  of  rats  and  Diice  and  co-operate  v/ell  by  giving 
prompt  notice  of  infestations  to  the  Bublic  Health  Department. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Damage  by  Pests  Act, 
l949t  s.  Report  on  Rodent  Control  work  for  the  lear  elided  3 1 st, December, 
1951  > was  furnished  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,

2.  H OUSING. 


The  general  standard  of  Housing  in  the  Borou^  is  fairly  good 
but  there  are  several  arean  of  sub-standard  property  and  some  200 
single  and  back-to-back  houses  which  call  for  action  under  the  Housing 
■^ts  at  a later  date.  No  major  schemes  of  demolition  or  in^rovement  of 
sanitary  conditions  v^ere  undertaken  during  the  year  under  review. 

Efforts  have  been  made  to  speed  up  minor  repair  works  following  approach 
to  owners  but  this  work  is  still  difficult  as  materials  are  still  in 
shoz*t  supply  and  are  urgently  needed  for  new  housing  programmes.  Delay, 
somewhat  lengthy  at  times,  has  again  been  experienced  following  the  issue 
of  orders  to  Contractors  to  carry  out  repair  works. 

Action  was  taken  during  the  year  for  the  demolition  of  a small 
block  of  property  comprising  two  dv/ellings  numbered  3 
llarlborouf^  Street,  Clitheroe.  Following  the  appearance  before  the 
Council  of  the  owner’s  legal  representative,  who  agreed  that  these 
houses  could  not  at  reasonable  expense  be  rendered  fit,  an  Undertaking 
from  the  owner  that  he  would  discontinue  the  use  of  "this  property  for 
human  habitation  was  accepted  . 

The  Waiting  List  for  new  houses  is  still  a lengthy  one  and  it  is 
evident  that  new  building  programmes  must  continue  for  some  years.  The 
Council,  being  fully  aware  of  the  problem,  is  planning  its  programmes 
well  ahead. 
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During  the  year  1 951 , 25  permanent  traditional  houses  were 
conqpleted  by  the  Borough  Council,  10  by  other  Authorities,  and  6 by 
private  persons  , a total  of  41  houses,  further  37  houses  were  in 
C5ourse  of  erection  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Work  is  to  continue  on  the  Hayhurst  Street  sites  and  new  build- 
ing will  commence  on  two  sites  at  Low  Ivbor  during  the  coming  year, 

•^here  is  undoubtedly  some  Overcrowding  in  the  area  but  no  rel- 
iable statistics  can  be  given  at  the  present  time.  In  several  instances 
during  1951  families  have  nioved  to  larger  houses  thus  relieving  these 
known  cases. 

No  Schemes  of  "In^rovement"  have  been  undertaken  during  I95I  by 
the  Local  Authority  or  by  other  persons  under  Part  II  of  the  Housing 
Act,  I949.

MILK  SUPPIZ. 

The  responsibility  for  the  inspection  of  farm  cowsheds, 
etc. , on  the  25  Dairy  Panns  in  the  Borou^  rests  on  the  I'^inistry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  the  Local  Authority  being  Responsible  for 
milk  distribution  and  the  supervision  of  dairymen  only.  It  vrauld  still 
appear  desirable  that  the  control  of  the  milk  supply  in  ail  its  stages 
should  be  in  the  hands  of  one  Authority  only,  and  that,  the  Local  Au- 
thority, Since  the  transfer  of  functions  arkL  the  introduction  of  more 
remote  control  in  1949,  frequent  inspection  of  maiy  farms  has  not  been 
maintained  nor  has  there  been  that  close  contact  v/ith  the  milk  producer 
•vdiich  experience  proves  loost  desirable. 

Three  sets  of  premises  are  registered  by  Dairymen  in  the 
^rou^.  Inspection  of  these  premises  has  proved  them  to  be  satisfact- 
orily maintained  during  1 951 . 

^ Five  Dealers*  Licences  for  the  sale  of  "Tuberculin  Tested" 

ilk  were  issued  during  the  year. 

Six  samples  of  milk  were  forwarded  to  the  Laboratory  at 
Blackburn  ^oyal  Infiri'nary  for  biological  tests  for  Tuberculosis  and 
all  gave  negative  results.  Six  samples  were  submitted  for  the  Methy- 
lene Blue  Reduction  lest  (for  keeping  quality)  and  five  of  these  were 
considered  satisfactory.  Of  the  further  five  samples  examined  for  the 
presence  of  B.Coli,  four  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

MEAT  iiND  OTHER  POODS. 

The  Public  Abattoir  is  still  used  as  a Government 
Centre  for  the  slaughtering  and  distribution  of  meat  in  the  area  comp- 
rising the  Borou£^  and  the  Clitheroe  and  Bowland  Rural  Districts, and' 
this  centralisation  has  greatly  facilitated  the  work  of  inspection. 
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^rinc  the  year  nev/-  electrically  driven  ■vvinches  were  installed 
in  the  abattoir,  and  electric  carcase  saws  are  to  be  installed  in  the 
near  future. 

The  Scheme  of  reconditioning  and  improvement  of  the  -Abattoir 
buildings  has  mow  been  approved  ai'id  work  is  to  be  commenced  at  an  early 
date.  The  completion  of  these  works  will  result  in  the  improved  hand- 
ling and  storage  of  carcases  and  \7ill  provide  better  inspection 
facilities.

The  in^xirtance  of  the  hygienic  handling  of  Pood  has  again  been 
stressed  during  the  year.  Routine  inspectiosn  and  special  inspections 
when  called  for  were  carried  out  in  respect  of  Food  Shops,  Stalls,  and 
Pood  Preparing  Premises  generally,  where  high  standards  of  cleanliness 
are  vital.  The  in^xortance  of  Clean  Food  was  also  stressed  at  the  Health 
Exhibition  in  the  early  part  of  the  year. 

Copies  of  the  Etyelaws  under  Section  I5  of  the  Food  & Drugs  Act, 
1938,  ore  supplied  to  all  food  shops, etc. 

Display  Notices  signed  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  request- 
ing customers  not  to  bring  Dogs  into  Pood  Shops  were  distributed  to  local 
traders.  The  adoption  of  this  practice  is  a practical  step  to  a hi^er 
standard  of  food  hygiene,  and  it  no’w  api>ears  to  have  been  generally 
welcomed  by  the  shopkeepers  concerned.
